H® situation in California is a 
continuation of the movement 
begun eight years ago by San 
Franciseo unions against Japanese 
immigration and now given a sudden 
and acute turn by protests of farm- 
ers in certain localities against the 
Japanese ownership of farming lands. 

The immigration question is dis- 
posed of by the agreement of the 
State Department with the Foreign 
Office of Japan by which ne new 
Japanese laborers have reached the 
coast since 1907. ; 

The movement is now - turned 
against resident Japanese. Japanese 
owned in 1912, 12,726 acres of 334 farms 
of an assessed value of $470,000, large- 
ly second-rate land, mostly in Sac- 
ramento, Solano and Fresno coun- 
ties. They irrigate and spend much 
labor, greatly improving the land, 
and qgaising mostly strawberries, 
grapes, vegetables and smal] fruits. 

Their profits are greater than those 
of ordinary farmers. They extend 
operations by intensive farming rath- 
er than by increased acreage. 

Some of their neighbors object to 
their Oriental ways and economical 
living. Farmers are by no means a 
unit as to this, there being many 
strong friends of the Japanese about 
Fresno and Sacramento, Some pro- 
tests come from districts where there 
are no Japanese whatever, as a re- 
sult of the agitation. 

Many people honestly fear the in- 
fluence of the Japanese because of 
the dread of race problems, as de- 
veloped in the South. It is not a 
parallel case, however, as Japanese 
never were slaves, are more industri- 
ous than the average BDuropean and 
are more ambitious. Their number 
ts small and under present restric- 
tions is not increasing. Some fear 
face mixtures. This is of rare oc- 
currence. 

The dominant power in the Legis- 
lature is trying to frame statutes 
preventing fu*ure extension of Jap- 
anese land holding. The Governor 
is reported to have given his assent, 
but is not known to be pledged. It 
is claimed by opponents that any dis- 
crimination, open of veiled, against 
| citizens of particular nations is un- 
constitutional, because of the theory 
that a State may not have direct re- 
lations with a foreign nation, as it 
would be usurpation of power re- 
served by the United States. 

An attempt was made to meet this 
objection by technical verbiage, ap- 
plying it to persons ineligible for 
citizenship. This is the same in in- 
tent and in effect, as the proposed 
laws mainly affect people of one 
nationality. 

Protests from China are less em- 
phatic, as many now here, being 
native, are citizens. The Japanese 
Ministry cannot do less than protest 
against such discrimination. If such 
statutes are enacted, the Federal 
Courts must decide their constitu- 
tionality. Meanwhile, constitutional 
or not, certain legislators thus en- 
deavor to make good their pledges. 

Another plan is to grant aliens 
such priveleges as their own nation 
grants Americans. This would prob- 
ably be constitutional and perhaps 
not unfair, because reciprocal, but 
extremely difficult of interpreta- 
tion, as it would involve 
land laws of all nations 
in California.

viously enacted by the Legislatures of 
Washington State and Arisona, in which 
stated aliens “‘ineligible to citizenship” 
are barred. 

Senator Boynton called attention to 
the wording of the Arizona law, asking 
Secretary Bryan what would be the ef- 
fect upon the national Government if 
California placed a similar restriction 
upon her land. 

“I ‘am not prepared to answer that 
question,” replied Bryan, “but will have 
to ask for instructions from Washing- 
ton.”’ 

Gov. Johnson made a brief but intense 
speech in defense of the position taken 
by the majority in California. He told 
Secretary Bryan that the right of Cali- 
fornia to follow the lead of other states 
Was unquestioned, and declared that 
such a course now seems assured. 

Gov. Johnson said in part: 

“The bill proposed for passage by the 
California Legislature can call forth no 
just criticiam from the National admin- 
istration nor from any foreign nation. 
Here in California it is not a question 
of whether the Japanese Government 
takes offense at what we do, but 
whether we give that Government 
just cause for offense. I do not believe 
that the proposed law. prohibiting land 
ownership by aliens who are ineligible 
to citizenship gives the Japanese just 
cause for taking offense. 

“If their dignity is threatened they 
should have protested when Washing- 
ton and Arizona passed laws similar 
to that which we now propose to pass.” 

The Governors statement on this 
point should be read with the know!l- 
edge that there are not enough Japa- 
nese in Arizona and Washington to 
make the anti-alien land laws in those 
states a subject of concern to the Japa- 
nese Government, whereas in California 
the number of Japanese is compara- 
tively large and the proposéd law is for 
the avowed single purpose of preventing 
ownership of land by the Japs. 

Senator Caminetti, Democrat, at- 
tempted to make a heated attack upon 
Johnson, whom we criticised for not 
favoring the land bills two years ago, 
but was checked on a potnt of order. 

Secretary Bryan reaffirmed the State's 
right to act in a manner it saw fit, but 
suggested several alternatives to. the 
passage of a bill restricting aliens ‘‘in- 
eligible to citizenghip,’’ basing his rea- 
sons on t : broad foundation of public 
policy. Br ‘y, these alternatives are: 

1. Delay .  ediate action and allow 
the State Di yartment to accomplish the 
ends desired by means of a new treaty 
with -Japan. 

2. Delay immediate action and appoint 
& commission to investigate the subject 
of alien land ownership and act in con- 
junction with the President in sécuring 
relief. 

8. Enact a law similar to the statute 
of Illinois. 

4. Enact a law similar to the Federa) 
statute governing land ownership tn the 
District of Colurnbia, which is a general 
law applying to all aliens.

‘POST-DISPATCH AID 
TEACHERS’ CAUSE 


People’s Column Letters Also 
Used in- Protesting Present 
Promotion System. 


Bditorials recently published in the 
Post-Dispatch and letters printed in the 
People’s Column of this newspaper are 
being put to a practical use by St. Louis 
public school teachers in their effort to 
tring about a change in the system of 


' promotions in the school service. 


Copies of these letters and editorials 
have been sent by teachers to coach 
member of the board of Education with 
the request that earnest consideration 
be given them. Accompanying the wlip- 
pings from the Post-Dispatch is the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“Dear Bir: 

“Inclosed are a number of letters crit- 
icising the 
schools, written by teachers of various 
ranks from a number of schools; a let- 
ter written by Mr. Blewett in reply 
to these; an answer to Mr. Blewett’s let- 
ter, and two editorials from the Post- 
Dispatch. 

“The expressions of dissatisfaction 
which you will find fn the teachers’ let- 
ters voice the opinion of a majority of 
the teachers in your schools. 

“While the feeling of injustice ex- 
ists among the teaching corps, it is not 
giving the highest work of which it is 
capable, and its influence over the chil- 
dren is lessened. 

“May we hope that you will take up 
this queation with the superintendent, 
and that you will consider it from the 
teachers’ point of view as well as from 
the superintendent's? 

“Thanking you in advance for the 
help you may give us in this matter, 
we remain, 

“Yours respectfully, 
“A COMMITTEE OF EFFICIENT AND 

CONSCIENTIOUS TEACHERS.” 


Merit Theory Not Carried Oat. 


The first of the letters touching on the 
promotion system in the public schools 
was printed in the Post-Dispatch March 
26 last. It was signed “A Teacher.” Thé 
writer said that while in theory the only 
basis of promo.on in the schools is 
merit, this theory is not being carried 
out in practice. The chief fault in. the 
system, the writer said, is that the en- 
tire power of recommending promotions 
rests with the school principals, whose 
duties are so manifold that they have 
not the time to study the qualifications 
of individual teachers. 

This letter was followed quickly by 
others of similar import. Other writers, 
all public school teachers, asserted that 
in many cases principals are guided by 
their personal likes and dislikes in rec- 
ommending or withholding promotions. 

One of the letters complained that 
teachers who have been long in the 
service and whose ratings are high have 
been ignored time and again when pro- 
motions were to be made, the places be- 
ing given to outsiders. 

After many letters on the subject had 
been received, the Post-Dispatch, April 
1, published an editorial In which, after 
summing up the charges in the com- 
munications, it said: 

“It seems to be agreed that the present 
method of promotion is based upon no 
real system and is conducive fo favorit- 
ism, if not tyran. . that it fosters fawn- 
ing and hypocrisy on the part of teach- 
ers and is contrary to civil service 
ideals. A radical change appears to be 
imperative.’ 

The many letters and the 
Dispatch editorial brought from 
School Superintendent Blewett an 
answer which also was published in 
the Post-Dispatch. In his letter 
Blewett said promotion in the schools 
iz based on “the superiority that has 
in it the advantages of experience 
born of seniority.” In explaining 
how promotions are made he said: 

“The principal is required to report 
three. times a year on the efficiency 
of his assistants, making in each in- 
stance a detailed report on the basis 
of his estimate when the assistant is 
new to the school or when he has 
reason to note a change in his esti- 
mate. His report considers the fol- 
lowing elx items: First, management 
of children; second, instruction; third, 
attention to school business; fourth, 
scholarship; fifth, professional inter- 
est; sixth, personal qualifications. 

Blewett in his letter said that while 
it is true that the principals make 
the recommendations for promotions 
it was also true that the Superinten- 
dent has ample opportunity to judge 
of the principal’s qualifications and

A teacher answered Blewett’s letter 
by saying that the theory of promo- 
tion by superiority based on senior- 
rity ig not in fact carried out, and that 
the prevailing method of making 
promotions is farcical.

SCUDDER IS SUED 


BY THE MOTHER 
OF NELLIE BLY" 


Defendant, Charles Scudder Jr., 
Denies Liability Under Alleged 
Broken Contract. 


Charles Scudder Jr., secretary of the 
Wesco Electrical Supply Co., who is 


now in New York, was served Monday 
with papers in a suit for $100,000 filed 
by Mrs. Mary J. Cochrane of 15 West 
Thirty-seventh street, New York, in liti- 
gation over a broken contract. Accord- 
ing to Clifton R. Seudder, president of 
the Samuel Cupples Envelope Co., and a 
brother of Charles, the suit relates to a 
business transaction in which Charlies 
and their brother, Rogers V. Scudder, 
vice-president of the Wesco company, 
took part. 

According to advices from New York, 
Mrs. Cochrane is the mother of Mrs. 
Elizabeth. Cochrane Seaman, the former 
“Nellie Bly,” who made a record-break- 
ing journey around the world 20 years 
ago. In 189% she retired from newspaper 
work to marry Robert Seaman, wealthy 
head of the Ironclad Manufacturing Co., 
a large hardware cancern. He was then 
72 years old, and she relieved him of 
much of the active management of the 
business, inherting the property on his 
death. 

Within the past three years she bé- 
came heavily involved through forgeries 
committed by employes of the company. 
She lost $300,000 to $400,000, it was esti- 
mated. She has since engaged in the 
petroleum business as an independent 
dealer, and was in St. Louis two years 
ago to attend a convention of such Gent 
ers. 

E. H. Gilman, who was her manager, 
died in 1910. He figured with her in the 
deal with the Scudders. 

Rogers V. Scudder shot and killed 
himself two weeks ago at his home in 
Kirkwood. The cause of his act was 
not explained, except by the statements 
of relatives that he had devoted him- 
self untiringly to business matters. He 
had made arrangements to go to New 
York on business, supposedly in regard 
to the contract, and after his death his 
brother Charles had to go in his place. 

A telegram received by Clifton Scud- 
der, in the presence of a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, explaining the suit, was shown 
to the reporter. It read as follows:

Horgan Subscribed to Rules. 

“The Lambert trophy was donated to 
bring about a nationa) three-cushion 
championship. It was introduced by a 
tournament held at St. Louis in Noyem- 
ber ana December, 1907. The rules gov- 
erning the trophy were framed by the 
donor and the players. Horgan sub- 
scribed to those rules. In March, 1909, 
Mr. Lambert transferred control of the 
emblem to our company.” To enable us 
to act as his representative there were 
modifications of the original rules. Those 
modifications were approvei by sirna- 
ture by Jordan W. Lambert, Alfredo de 
Oro, H. B. Lean, Thomas H. Hueston, 
John @. Horgan, Frank P. Day and 
Joseph W. Capron. 

“Rule 12 provides: AM points of dispute 
hall be decided by the donor of the emblem 
or Kis representatives, and such decision shal! 
et all points be final.

“Rule 14 reads: “The Brunswick-Balke- 
Collenéder compeny {s hereby apopinted the 
representative of the donor of the champion- 
ship trophy und is hereby given full power 
in the premises.’ 

“Hlaving affixed his signature to those con- 
ditions, it is reasonable to assume that Hor- 
gan fully comprehended their meaning and 
was morally and legally bound to respect 
them,
